Paris, Auguft +4. They write from Italy, that the 
Weather there continues excetlive Pm On that " 
T 4ié fill ve iet in their former Quarters. it 
wes gauidlly iepevied in the Army, that while the 
Allies are employed in the Siege of Mantua, the Em- 
peror will fend a new Army ito that Country, in 
order to go upon fome Enterprize i and that, in this 
Cafe, as foon as the Marthal de Noailles has Advice 
of the March of the Imperial Troops, he will advance 
into ‘Tirol with the Army of Obfervation, which may 
probably occafion fome bloody Battle. The frethett 
Letters from the Army in Italy fay, that General 
Wallis was arrived in the Trentin, to take the Com- 
wand of the Imperial Troops on him, in the Room 
of Count Konigtegg ; and that there isa great Deier- 
tion among the Soldiers of the Garifon of Mantua. 

The German Army on the Rhine is fill in the 
fame Pofition, and continues foraging. Prince Eu- 
gene is alfo very quiet in his Camp at Bruchfal. ¢ — 

The Marquis Mari fet out hence this Day Se’ennight 
for the Court of Spain ; and the Count de Monto 
went the roth to Veriailles, to take Leave of their 
Majelties and the Minitters, and fet out next Day for 
Hanover. ‘The Prince of Modena flays fome Days at 
Chantilly, to take the Diveriion of hunting with the 
Duke of Bourbon. 

Modena, July 28. The Duke de Montemar, who 
opened the Trenches before Mirandola on the 25th 
with 8000 Spaniards, began Yefterday to play upon 
that Place from three Batteries of 8 Guns each, two 
Batteries of 4 Mortars, with Bombs, and two others 
with Mortars for throwing Stones. The Comman- 
dant of that Place has made a Salley, in which he 
took 5 Spaniards Prifoners. ‘The Siege advances very 
flowly, not only by Reafon of the continual Fire from 
the Cannon of the Place, but becaufe of the great 
Drought, which hinders the Spaniards from carrying 
on their Works with Succefs. The Troops which 
form'the Blockade of Mantua, are retired alittle far- 
ther from that Place, for fear of catching Diftempers 
from the tinwholfome Exhalations of the Lake, the 
Waters of which are very low. The Commandant 
of Mantua lays hold of this Opportunity to bring in as 
much Provifions as poflible. 

Venice, yh 3d. An Exprefs is gone through this 
City from Vienna, to Rome, to carry the News of a 
fignal Viétory, which the Perfian Army, commanded 
by Thamas Kouli-Kan, has gained over the Turks, 
who were intirely defeated. 

Hamburgh, Auguft 5. Our venerable Magiftrates 

. have reecived a ferious Exhortation from the Emperor, 
to make f{peedy Payment of their Quota of the Roman 
Months, threatening, that in cafe ot Refufal, hig Lm- 
perial Majefty fhall be obliged to commiflion the King 
of Great Britain, as EleCtor of Hanover, to levy it by 
Execution ; and we are affured, that our Burghers 
will forthwith be convehed, in order to take a proper 
Refolution thereupon. 

Some. Advices trom Dantzick fay, that by the Inter- 
cefion of the Emprels of Ruffia, the Alterations lately
